School Committee voted, 7-0, to approve a tentative 
$14,115 million General Maintenance and Operating Bud- 
get for 2007-2008 at ORR Junior and Senior High Schools 
at a meeting held on Tuesday, March 20. Of the total 
$12,878 to be assessed to the three member towns, Mari- 
on's share would be $4,115 million; Mattapoisett' s would 
be $5,198 million; and Rochester would carry $3,564 mil- 
lion. 

This initial budget proposal, however, wasn't 
made without some sacrifice as a Foreign Language 
Teacher at the high school and a Consumer Science Teach- 
er at the junior high were cut from the curriculum. In 
addition, proposed cuts were made to instrumental music 
lessons at ORR Junior High, while the high school would 
see cuts in a Special Education Assistant, a Title I Math 
Asssistant, and a custodian position. Computer Lab and 
Library Assistant positions at ORR High School may also 
be reduced from full- to part-time to save an estimated 
$220,000 shortfall. 

Of all the proposed cuts and reductions, the one 
bone of contention remained the elimination of the For- 
eign Language Teacher, which many deemed an essential 
part of the school's academic curriculum. As such, the 
ORR School Committee moved to seek the needed $55,000 
for the position by making an additional request to the Fi- 
nance Committees in Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

Although the overall $14,115 million FY2008 bud- 
get represents a 5.62 percent hike over the previous year.

Rochester Student Earns Scholarship

Jeff Costa, a Rochester resident and senior at Old 
Rochester Regional High School in Mattapoisett, recently 
won a $15,000 a year scholarship to study civil engineer- 
ing at Merrimack College in North Andover, MA.

wouldn't tell you exactly how far until you got there/' he 
said. ''It had to be a trebuchet catapult, which means it 
has a counterweight with a sling." 

After doing some initial research into catapult 
designs online, Mr. Costa made a small prototype of 
the device to see how it would come out. Once satisfied 
with this version, he spent the next two weeks on and off 
building the full-size catapult. "It couldn't be any big- 
ger than 3 feet by 3 feet by 8 feet tall," he said. "It weighs 
about 120 to 140 pounds. I just brought it up in my truck." 

In addition to designing and building the cata- 
pult, Mr. Costa also had to make a presentation on how 
he came up with the design as part of the competition. 
This is the first year the college has hosted this type of 
scholarship challenge and Mr. Costa said he's proud to be 
the first recipient. 

Merrimack College was Jeff's first choice of the 
five colleges to which he was accepted. In addition to this 
scholarship, Jeff had previously received a $10,000 per 
year merit scholarship to Merrimack. An active member 
of the Rochester Scholarship Committee, Jeff has spear-

In keeping with past practice. Selectman Nunes 
moved to suspend Adrian's Package Store's liquor license 
for three days, beginning with the day after the violation 
occurred. As such, that would mean a Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday suspension period. The board suggested 
April 30, May 1 and May 2 to be the days of suspension. 
The establishment cannot sell any alcohol during this 
period and must clearly post this is due to non-compli- 
ance. Mr. Sherman has the interim 30-day period to file an 
appeal of this decision with the Alcohol Beverage Control 
Commission (ABCC). 

According to Chief Magee, if a third violation 
occurs the establishment would be subject to a 10-day 
suspension of its liquor license.

With that, the board unanimously voted to grant 
permission to Carleo Realty Trust to install the tank as 
requested. 

Under Old Business, Selectman Nunes read a 
statement regarding the Town Treasurer's position and 
the upcoming vote on the Annual Town Election ballot on 
April 11 to change the position from elected to appointed. 

''On Wednesday, April 11, the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen are looking for voter support to change the 
Treasurer's position from elected to appointed," Select- 
man Nunes read. "The Treasurer's position is critical 
to the town's bond rating; receipt of state funding; and 
payment of town expenses, such as wages, taxes, benefit 
payments, and the payments to vendors. 

"At this time, the Board of Selectmen is proposing 
to hire a person who knows accounting and municipal 
finance on a part-time basis. The person would either be 
semi-retired or retired. The person would be responsible 
in bringing the Treasurer's office into state compliance. 

"As many of you know, the Treasurer's office 
has many issues that need to be corrected. The Board of 
Selectmen is responsible to ensure that Town Hall offices 
function efficiently. The time has come for Rochester to 
have a Treasurer with specialized experience in account- 
ing and municipal finance. The Board of Selectmen, the 
Finance Committee, and the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue all recommend this change. Please support this 
proposal and vote on April 11."

At 7:20 pm the board met with Conservation 
Agent Laurell J. Farinon for the Annual Phase 2 Storm 
Water Meeting update. This was essentially a routine 
meeting to let the Selectmen know what's been going on 
with stormwater management. 

''One of the things we are looking into is updat- 
ing the town's stormwater regulations," Ms. Farinon said. 
"We're going to be reexaming that with the Town Engi- 
neer in the next six months." 

Ms. Farinon also noted the Conservation Com- 
mission (ConCom) is currently seeking people to serve as 
Associate Members. "We'd like to have a couple of people 
who are in the learning stages and be ready to step up if 
needed," she said. Those interested should submit a letter 
of interest to the Conservation Commission, c / o Roches- 
ter Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, Rochester, MA 02770. 

Mr. LaCamera spent the remainder of the meet- 
ing reviewing the ongoing financial problems which have 
plagued the town during his four-month tenure as Town 
Administrator and his recommendations for fixing them. 

As per an initial study conducted by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Revenue (DOR), the town has 
since hired a new Town Accountant, along with an Assis- 
tant Town Treasurer. They've also upgraded their budget 
process and have prepared a formal five-year Capital 
Improvment Plan, along with making better revenue pro- 
jections for the upcoming budget cycle. 

"We were also asked to update the General

Ledger through 2006 ... as you know, the books have not 
been updated/' Mr. LaCamera said. ''We're now updated 
through the end of December 2006, so we're now only a 
few months behind." 

But the town's Schedule A report to the DOR was 
not submitted on time this year — it was due October 31 
— and the town's General Ledger continues to be updat- 
ed manually and has not been automated. Mr. LaCamera 
said he is working to upgrade the General Ledger process 
to a computer-based software application that will be 
tested in May and June and "go live" with the beginning 
of the next fiscal year in July. 

Although the majority of departments within 
Town Hall seem committed to rectifying these problems.

Mr. LaCamera noted there seems to be a lack of com- 
munication with the offices of the Town Clerk and Town 
Treasurer — both of which are held by Naida Parker. 

"We have been having regular meetings with all 
financial departments and everyone has been attending 
with the exception of the Town Clerk and Town Treasur- 
er, which is disappointing since we're all trying to work 
together/' Mr. LaCamera said. 

Both Mr. LaCamera and Selectman Nunes also 
expressed concern that Ms. Parker has hired two out- 
side consultants — at a cost of $6,000 — to assist with 
reconciling the General Ledger books, but this process is 
being done offsite, requiring that sensitive documents be 
removed from Town Hall. 

"Are there any problems with confidentiality is- 
sues?" Selectman Nunes askd. 

"There could be ... these documents contain per- 
sonal and account information," Mr. LaCamera said. "It's 
my opinion these documents should not be taken out of 
Town Hall." 

"This is nonproductive for everyone — myself, 
the Treasurer's office and the Accounting office," Mr. 
LaCamera said. "They're getting frustrated and everyone 
is redoing work that should have been completed. We're 
now nine months into the fiscal year." 

"Most people are onboard except for one person," 
agreed Tax Collector Tom Gayoski. 

"I have two recommendations," Mr. LaCamera

said. ''Everyone's working to try and get the financial ac- 
counting right. And the frustration level (in Town Hall) is 
high. I hate to recommend this, because this was actually 
done in 2005, but I think we need to engage our auditing 
firm to reconcile the bank statements with our General 
Ledger. This could cost up to $10,000. But we need to fix 
this problem and get it all behind us." 

The board said they'd like an actual cost estimate 
before they approved this measure. 

Mr. LaCamera also suggested having the De- 
partment of Revenue return and look at what the Town 
Treasurer's office has accomplished over the past few 
months and offer an updated evaluation. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to

To the Editor: 

I am writing in order to express my complete exaspera- 
tion with the Town of Marion and the recent decision on the part 
of the Selectmen to force a Water Bill increase of 70 percent onto 
their constituents. 

The costs of maintaining and improving Town Services 
is supposed to be included in the operating budget of a town, 
not converted into a ''user fee.'' But if we are, as a town, actually 
willing to start down this very slippery slope; then I would sug- 
gest a few other "fees" that could be applied as required: 

• Unplanned snow plow service after unexpected 
spring snow storms. If the snow clearing budget is depleted, 
we can ask home owners on each street to pay a portion of the 
diesel burned that day to clear the street. 

• Education is the largest single cost in our town bud- 
get. According to the town report, the cost for a child at Sippican 
is about $11,000 /year. Not a bad deal for the average home 
owner, personally, I have two children in the school and my tax 
bill is a long way short of $22,000 /year. Perhaps we should as- 
sign a "fee" for the difference between my tax bill and the actual 
school costs? 

• The local private school loads Sippican with anywhere 
from 20-38 children each year. Maybe they should be charged 

a "fee" of $418,00 /year (for the difference between their tax bill 
and the cost of the kids at Sippican). 

As you can see, the slope is extremely slippery!

familiarity with state and federal policies and practices. Good 
performance in this job ensures that our town's resources are 
guarded wisely and in compliance with the law. Marion has a 
well-deserved reputation for solid town government; this posi- 
tion is a key part of that sound management structure. 

Any qualified Marion residents, as well as those with 
experience from other towns, should be interviewed in a com- 
petitive, open process. The focus should be on the candidate's 
demonstrated qualifications: accounting background, graduate- 
level courses in finance and public policy, familiarity with state 
and federal laws, computer training, and solid job experience. 
We should not limit our choices for this position to those who 
happen to live in town and are willing to campaign for office 
every three years. 

Rochester's recent experience with their elected Trea- 
surer/ Collector demonstrates that good intention and devotion 
to one's town are not sufficient to ensure the sound health of the 
town finances. 

There is some concern that we need a person who is 
answerable to the voters. We believe that the demands of the job 
are important enough that we cannot wait for a reaction every 
three years if performance becomes an issue. The treasurer/ col- 
lector should be accountable to the public through the proxy of 
the Board of Selectmen on an ongoing basis. The skills required 
and the technical complexities of the job have increased to the 
point where almost all but 10 out of the 351 towns and cities 
of the Commonwealth have made the change to appoint their 
Treasurer/ Collectors. 

We support the decision of the October 30 Town Meet- 
ing to make the Treasurer/ Collector an appointed position and 
urge you to vote for this change at the townwide election in

To the Editor: 

Your article on the minutes of the Marion Selectmen's 
March 6 meeting contained incorrect information that we wish 
to bring to the attention of your readers. The article included 
a discussion about a grant the Town of Marion received to de- 
velop designs to treat a stormwater discharge near Old Landing. 
Because the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program awarded 
teh grant to the town, we wish to set the record straight. 

The Wanderer reported that a Selectman stated the town 
did not apply for the grant. This is incorrect; all three Marion Se- 
lectmen signed the grant application the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program received. In the Town of Marion application 
cover leter dated December 15, 2006, the Selectmen wrote: "Our 
proposal is for a stormwater remediation design project (to treat 
a stormwater discharge) at a location in the northern end of 
Sippican Harbor at Old Landing.'' In their letter, the Selectmen 
acknowledged that the shellfish beds in this area are routinely 
closed due to bacterial contamination. 

The article goes on to note that the VFW is concerned 
that a stormwater treatment system, similar to the Island Wharf 
biofilters, would disturb the VFW memorial on town property. 
Residents should be assured that the Buzzards Bay National 
Estuary Program does not require any specific solution to treat 
stormwater through our grant program. We work with towns 
to develop various conceptual design solutions. Once town of- 
ficials and affected abutters agree to a conceptual design, an en- 
gineering firm is hired to develop the final plans. We then work 
with the town to obtain state and federal grants to construct the 
stormwater treatment systems. If town officials find that none of 
the conceptual designs are acceptable, the project is abandoned. 

The article also noted a resident's concerns about the

stormwater biofilter system at Island Wharf. The town proposed 
this project, and our program and another state grant provided 
most of the construction costs. While the construction of the 
biofilter of the site was completed two years ago, the plantings 
have had only one growing season. More than a decade ear- 
lier, the Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program helped fund 
and design the wetland treatment system the Town of Marion 
constructed behind Silver shell Beach at Spr agues Cove. In the 
first few years after construction, the site was criticized before 
the vegetation had fully grown in. We understand that today 
most residents appreciate the diverse wetland habitat behind the 
beach, which formerly was a dirt and gravel overflow parking 
area. We believe the Island Wharf site will similarly improve its 
appearance in time, and it can also be beautified with additional 
plantings. 

The Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program has a long 
history of providing grants and technical assistance to the Town 
of Marion. In past years we provided grants to meet the Town's 
requests for open space protection. Board of Health and Conser- 
vation Commission staff, computers and software, and storm- 
water treatment projects. Stormwater projects like Spragues 
Cove and Island Wharf have garnered a lot of attention through- 
out New England as models for stormwater treatment. We look 
forward to working with the town to identify a strategy to treat 
stormwater discharges near Old Landing that will produce 
pollution discharges to shellfish beds, while at the same time 
preserving the aesthetic values of the site.

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Terror Troops

The Hills Have Eyes H. Starring Jessica Stroup and Michael 
McMillian. Directed by Martin Weisz. Running time: 89 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

Who'd have thought that a quickie sequel to a horror remake 
would turn out to be the strongest argument against going into the 
military since the documentary The Ground Truthl Lifelong liberal 
Wes Craven (who directed the original 1977 Hills Have Eyes) and 
his son Jonathan wrote the script for The Hills Have Eyes II, and 
they seem to have approached it as a golden opportunity to warn the 
teen, mostly male audience away from fighting unwinnable battles 
in the desert. The result is a nastily effective piece of action-horror, 
as reflective of its time and its war as the Vietnam-era Deliverance 
was of its time and war. 

For those who think I'm reading too much into a horror film, 
let me point out that we're introduced to the heroes — a bunch 
of rookie National Guard troops — while they're negotiating a 
faux-Kandahar training mission. They screw it up pretty well; their 
sergeant informs them that if it had been a real mission, they'd all 
be dead. One soldier, nicknamed Napoleon, dares to remark that 
the President lies too much, and is told that all presidents lie. So if 
you sign up to serve, you're going to be sent by liars to kill and die 
— welcome to the Army, son. This all happens before the movie is 
ten minutes old. 

As noted above. The Hills Have Eyes //isn't as much of a straight 
horror film as the Craven original or the Alexandre Aja remake from 
last year. It's more in line with Deliverance, Southern Comfort, Ritu- 
als, Aliens — the subgenre of survival horror wherein a motley crew 
of hardcases unwisely enter a nightmarish terrain whose grotesque 
inhabitants know the turf lethally well. As such, it's better than recent 
attempts like Doom and the Resident Evil series — by virtue of not 
being based on a videogame, in fact, it's the most brutally efficient 
such entry we've seen in years. 




The soldiers are all given one trait to cart around in lieu of 
characterization, but subtle character development is not what we 
want from a film like this; we want good guys vs. bad guys, and 
when the soldiers arrive at the desolate Section 16, the irradiated 
patch of New Mexico where the previous film unfolded, they're set 
upon almost immediately by a band of repulsive, inhumanly strong 
mutants. One by one, the men are torn apart and one of the female 
soldiers is dragged off to be raped; the movie actually opens with 
a captured woman giving bloody birth to a mutant child and then 
summarily smashed to death. If Craven can't get you to worry about 
being mangled in Iraq, he'll hammer on your fear of a female family 
member in the service being assaulted. 

For what it is. The Hills Have Eyes II is muscularly directed (by 
Martin Weisz, another foreign horror director delighting in showing 
us the vicious rot underneath our patriotic veneer), setting up a harsh, 
dusty, rocky milieu only monsters could survive. Ruthlessly gory 
at times — it's no wonder this was one of the movies that sparked 
complaints that the R rating was becoming too permissive — the film 
has an authentic grindhouse ugliness that can't be faked. For 35 years 
now, Wes Craven has spoken uncomfortable social/political truths 
in the language of blood and guts. This grim piece of work, which 
comes at just the right time to counteract JOO's fighting for glory 
against Persian ogres, proves Craven hasn't yet lost his voice.

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Rochester's Voice 



When you've covered small-town politics for as 
long as I have, you naturally find yourself gravitating 
toward those unique little moments and colorful char- 
acters that stick in your mind for some reason. 

When I sadly learned about the passing of long- 
time former Rochester Selectman Harry A. Brown 
Jr. last week, I couldn't help but recall those early 
days I spent covering the town's weekly Selectmen's 
meetings, crammed into the tiny space that is now the 
Town Administrator's office watching then-Chairman 
Brown, perched in the corner that Administrative As- 
sistant Veronica Lafreniere now occupies, presiding 
over the proceedings. 

It was during one of these particularly busy meet- 
ings that I noticed Harry's typically focused and 
attentive face glaze over and register a look of both 
perplexity and bewilderment while listening to fellow 
Selectman Lorraine Roy Hawkes. 

Seconds later. Chairman Brown's hand flew up in 
a halting gesture and he bellowed loudly: "Hold on a 
minute!" 

Without missing a beat, Harry pulled his hearing 
aid out, popped it open, exchanged the faulty battery 
with a brand new one — those who knew Harry Brown 
shouldn Y be at all surprised he carried an extra bat- 
tery with him — and plugged it back into his ear with 
a broad grin. 

"There, that's better," he said. 'T can hear you 
now." 

For years, so many Rochester residents not only 
heard Harry Brown, but listened to him as well. 

Although he was born in Providence, RI in 1918 
and later lived for a brief period in New Bedford, 89- 
year-old Harry A. Brown Jr.'s life really began some 57 
years ago ... for that was when he married his lifelong 
partner, Helena, and that was also when the couple first 
moved to Rochester — Harry's other great love. 



Indeed, just like Harry and Helena, Harry and 
Rochester were inseparable for many years. Mr. Brown 
served as Selectman and numerous other elected offices 
over an impressive 25-year span. He was also a proud 
and active member of the Benjamin D. Cushing VFW 
Post 2425 in Marion, for which he held the position of 
Post Commander twice. Harry was one of the founding 
members of the Rochester Lions Club, which formed 
in 1966, and he served as both Charter President for 
the club and again as President in 1971. Among his 
many awards and achievements, Mr. Brown received 
the "Melvin Jones Fellow" from the Lions Clubs 
International Foundation for dedicated humanitarian 
services and was awarded a Bronze Star for service 
during World War II. He also remained devoted and 
dedicated to veterans' causes throughout his life. 

Harry Brown was the quintessential New Eng- 
land Yankee — someone who could be perceived as 
staunchly conservative in his politics, and yet remain 
open and receptive to new and different ideas. 

Yet Harry never struck me as a politician, per se. He 
was a regular guy and a gentleman who just happened 
to be in politics. Like his similarly-devoted contem- 
porary in Mattapoisett, the late John "Jack" DeCosta, 
Harry Brown wasn't in it for the name recognition or 
the meager annual stipend that comes along with the 
Selectman's title, he did it because he truly cared about 
the town he chose to call home. 

I guess the last time I saw Harry was at the town's 
Annual Christmas Tree Lighting back in December. I 
went over to say "hello" and shook his hand, identifying 
myself since I knew his eyes had been failing him. 

"I know who it is ... I can't see you, but I recognize 
your voice," he said, smiling. 

That was Harry Brown. 

And even though the residents of Rochester won't 
see him anymore, they'll always recognize his voice.

1 would have had no way of knowing 
this fact had it not been that the husband of the house always 
left his Time magazine besides the sink, right below where I was 
hung. The date was always printed on the cover. 

It was not until the morning following my hanging that I 
first saw the face that I would reflect most often during my life 
— that of a girl named Cynthia. As a young girl, she would hop 
eagerly between myself and the pink wallpaper, jarring me from 
my morning meditations. She would brush her teeth, wash her 
face, comb her hair, and then, as if on cue, her mother would 
call, "Cynthia, time for school." 

As Cynthia progressed in her schooling, she learned how 
to write. I became aware of this fact in a somewhat amusing 



way. One morning, Cynthia's father had taken a particularly 
long shower in the bathroom. With all the steam in the air, my 
vision became blurry. It became so blurry that I could hardly 
distinguish the muted pink color of the wallpaper. 

Suddenly, a shadow appeared in front of me, and a small 
finger began rubbing away some of the condensation from my 
surface. Through the marks made by the finger, I could finally 
distinguish Cynthia's face. Then I began studying the marks.

As Cynthia 
grows older day by day, and the lines in her face deepen, I feel 
sad; but I am also happy to reflect the carefree young face of 
Cynthia's daughter, knowing that some day soon, she, like her 
mother, might draw those strangely-backward letters on my 
frosted surface.

Haruki Murakami Books 'Vanish' Off Shelves

As I walked into my local bookstore, I headed for the fic- 
tion department to pick up yet another Haruki Murakami title 
only to find the short story collection The Elephant Vanishes 
had vanished! But not mysteriously; they had sold all of their 
copies. Eventually I did land my hands on a copy, and plowed 
away. 

My first experience with Murakami was when a friend 
lent me Norwegian Wood. I found Murakami's neurotic, dark, 
witty, clipped sentence- style really intriguing, so I was excited 
to read a collection of his short stories. This 327-page book with 
a total of fifteen short stories wasn't as much a page turner as 
Norwegian Wood, but I was entertained. Most of these stories 
had appeared in magazines and newspapers like The New Yorker 
prior to the publication of the book. These urban stories are 
often exaggerated and surreal, such as an elephant vanishing 
into thin air, love letters to perfect strangers, hunger causing a 
couple to hold up a McDonald's, and sleepless nights. 

One of the most memorable of his stories, titled "On Seeing 
the 100% Girl One Beautiful April Morning," is about a very 
self-aware male narrator passing by a girl whom he claims to 
be his 'perfect match.' He tried to think of something to say to 
her, but all he comes up with is a long speech in his head that 
would have started, "Once upon a time," and ended in "A sad 
story don't you think?" This leads him to discuss the story he 
would have told her: 

The boy said to the girl, ''Let's test ourselves — just once 
If we really are each other's 100% perfect lovers, then 
sometime, somewhere, we will meet again without fail. 
And when that happens, and we know that we are the 
100% perfect ones, we'll marry then and there.

The two agree on this test and 
part ways. Time went by, as with 
their memories. He ends the story 
with: 

One beautiful April morning, in 
search of a cup of coffee to start the 
day, the boy was walking east to 
west. They passed each other in the 
very center of the street. The faint- 
est gleam of their lost memories 
glimmered for the briefest moment 
in their hearts. They knew they 
were 100% perfect for each other. 
But the glow of their memories was 
*'T5S5?iSlKK5; far too weak, and their thoughts 
I no longer had the clarity of 14 
years earlier. Without a word, they 
passed each other, disappearing into the crowd. Forever. 
A sad story don't you think? 
Yes, that's what I should have said to her. 
I wouldn't really say the book has a specific message, 
but it's more or less a pleasurable reading experience. Many 
themes of the book include lapses in communication, missing 
and longing, chance encounters with strangers, drifting souls, 
the everyday routine and breaking it, and the gamble of life. 

After reading a few books from Asian authors, I found 
the styles similar in that all were very surreal, and most ended 
abruptly and bluntly. This collection of short stories is only 
recommended if you are aware and can appreciate this unique 
style of writing. The Elephant Vanishes by Haruki Murakami 
is a great book to cuddle up to on a cold, dreary day.
